TURKEYS ARE'
VERY SCARCE

IN CONSEQUENCE THE PRICE 1S
UNUBUALLY HIGH.

Were Selling in the Local Market
Yesterday for Twenty-two Centa a
Pound, and There Is a Likelihood
That the Price Will Go Up to
Twenty-five—Chickens Are Almost
as Scarce as Turkeys—Oysters Are
Also Bearce and Dear,

The Christmas turkey Is a rara avis,
not only In this elty, Yut throughout
the country and those who may wish
to serve him for thelr hollday dinner
will have to pay a very high price for
him.

Turkeys were selllng on the local
markel yesterday for twenty-two cents
a pound, and there {8 a Hkelihood that
they will go up to twenty-five cents
today and tomorrow, The high price
Is directly attvibutable to the scarclty
of supply, which Ig In turn attributabl
to the cold, wet season, according to
poultry men., Young turkeys all over
the country have died during the early
fiall and condltions geem to he the sume
In the far west as In these parte, It Is
estimated that only one-third of the
number of turkeys generally received
in this city at this season of the year
have been received eo far this yeur,
They generally bring from sixteen to
eighteen eents o pound under normal
conditions,

Chickens are almost ag scarce as tur-
keys and are selling at from sixteen to
nineteen cents a pound. They gener-
ally sell at from thirteen to sixteen
cents @ pound at thls season. Ducks
are o scavce that the price is already
up to twenty-five cents a pound,k and
will probably go higher,

The only other adjunct of the Christ-
mas dinner which is higher priced than
usual are oysters, which are rather
scarca and which are retalling gt from
ten 1o twenty-filve cents a gallon higher
than the normal price.

There are many luxurles to be found
in the local markets for those who can
afford them, Among these may be
mentioned new  Bermuda  potatoes,
which can Dbe had for fifteen cenls a
quart or $4.50 a bushel. Cholce hot-
houge lettuce can be had at from twelve
and a half to fifteen cenls a head, and
there are fresh radishes also for eale.
For the first season in many years
there are no strawberries on the mar-
ket, This fruit is bringing $2.50 per
box In New York city, and the quality
Is not of the best.

Oranges are on the market In ample
plentitude and are selling at from
twenty-five cents to fifty cents a dozen.
These include both the Californin and
Florida varletles.
